Human Body Found Under Lime 
Barrels—Car Was Rebilled at Ada 
June 22-Seal Not Broken Here 


Durant. I. T , June 28.—A grewsome 
find has been made at Armstrong, I 
T.. five miles north of Durant, on the 
M. K. & T. railroad, in a box car, in 
the shape of the hones of a human body 
in a box about two feet wide by three 
feet long. The hones were practically 
without flesh, which had been eaten 
from the bones by lime that had been 
placed in the box. supposedly for that 
purpose. 
The box was in the bottom of a car 
of lime in barrels, consigned to the 
Texas company, which is constructing 
a pipe line from Tulsa to the gull of 
Mexico, and which is constructing a 
monster midway pumping station at 
Armstrong. 
The box was discovered 
by the employes of the pipe line com­ 
pany who unloaded the car.

Vaughn came near breaking down, but 
Raymond wore th** smile to the last, 
cheered them ui» and helped to keep 
their spirits alive.

Raymond answered for all 
three. 
In the jail yard the crowd fought 
and scrambled for places of advan­ 
tage, while the surrounding roofs were 
crowded.

The $250,000 estate of the late Thos 
Wpm berley, ranchman, is tied up on 
this legal point. 
Upon his death, a 
few months ago, a contest of the will 
was made by certain relatives and the 
question of the legality of the m ar 
riage was raised by counsel for rela­ 
tives of the dead ranchman. 
The Wemberleys w*ere united by a 
telephone ceremony in which the bride 
and groom responded to the justice, 
who married them, over a telephone 
when they were twenty miles apart. 
There have been several hundred tel­ 
ephone marriages in Texas, and a few 
years ago an East Texas judge re­ 
fused to recognize a man and woman 
as man and wife in a court proceeding 
because they had been married in 
that way.

The fust patent in America was 
granted to Joseph Jenks, a founder 
and 
m achinist 
who had em igrated 
from H am m ersm ith, England, where 
he was born iii 1602. 
He w'hs a very ingenious man, and 
was induced by Gov. W inthrop the 
younger to come to Lynn, Mass., about 
1642, as m aster mechanic, to establish 
the iron and steel works. 
He was the acknowledged head of 
the iron sm elting Mid founding busi­ 
ness and the first builder of m achin­ 
ery in tlhis country, and first patentee 
of invff^Von In America, having la ­ 
ired ii c?>f* the idea (first granted by 
a rt of pHtliament in 1625) of protec­ 
tion fdt (fie m anufacture of Improve­ 
m ents vt petition to the governm ent 
of M assachusetts Bay.

This view is corroborated by the be- 
lief of antiquity that green has a rest- 
ful effect upon the eyes Contrivances 
for bringing the rays of the sun to a 
focus In order to produce combustion 
have been employed almost I'rom time 
immemorial.
